THE   17-HOUR  DAY  FOR  KPFK! 

On  April  8  we  begin  our  day,  and  we  hope  yours,  at  7  a.m.  Some 
staflF-stretching  and  the  new  building  which  everybody  agrees  is  the 
greatest  improvement  since  indoor  plumbing  has  made  optimists  of  us  all. 
True,  we  still  owe  money  for  the  pristine  equipment  which  engineer  Steve 
Howes  is  working  round  the  clock  to  install,  but  first  things  first.  We  will 
be  ready  to  go  on  Saturday,  April  8.  We  ore  marking  that  day  with  some 
reminiscing  we  call  "THE  BEST  SO  FAR."  Read  about  it  below,  but  first 
something  about  what  we  plan  for  the  extra  morning  broadcast  hours. 

For  twenty  months  the  program  and  production  people  here  at  the 
station  hove  talked  about  how  it  would  be  when  we  go  on  morning  broad- 
casting. There  have  been  meetings  about  new  programs  and  better  pro- 
grams and  whether  people  eat  dinner  at  six  or  seven  or  eight  and  when 
they  do  what  would  they  like  to  hear?  Would  listeners  rather  wake  up  to 
Mozart  and  Brahms  or  a  good  fifteen  minute  resume  of  early-late  news? 
Do  kids  play  outside  past  the  time  when  their  present  programs  begin? 
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Would  people  at  home  in  the  mornings  respond  to  o  serious-talk  program 
at  a  regular  time? 

About  here  Robert  Trotter  and  Lois  Bourn  would  light  up  about  live 
concerts  and  even  audiences  in  the  big  main  studio  .  .  .  and  then  remem- 
ber that  musicians  have  to  be  paid  something.  Which  leads  to  talk  about 
our  involuntary  tight  money  policy  which  also  crimps  SafFord  Chamberlain's 
ideas  about  radio  theater  workshop.  Public  affairs  (and  some  private  ones) 
are  less  bound  by  money  than  time. 

After  all  this  we've  come  up  with  a  seventeen  hour  schedule.  Brian 
Roper  and  his  volunteer  newsmen  will  have  two  newscasts,  morning  and 
evening,  seven  days  a  week.  At  10  a.m.  we  will  bring  you  the  best  think 
programs  for  early  housewives  and  late  coffee  drinkers.  Concerts  begin  at 
7  a.m.;  there's  another  at  1  1  :30,  occasionally  late  afternoon  and  certainly 
at  7  p.m.  Children  from  5  to  6  p.m.  Commentators  at  7:45  p.m.  Eight  in  the 
evening  is  another  time  for  the  best  of  the  best  we  can  find,  mainly  be- 
cause we  concluded  that  most  of  you  could  then  settle  down  for  a  concert, 
a  play,  or  maybe  a  talk  or  debate.  And  then  into  the  later  evening  with 
jazz  and  folk  music  and  stories  and  poetry. 

You  will  have  to  check  through  the  Folio  for  old  friends  at  a  new  time. 
Here's  the  place  to  refer  you  to  the  details  in  the  pages  of  this  Folio. 

Maybe  after  two  or  three  weeks  listening  to  parts  of  our  17-hour  day 
you  will  help  us  check  our  own  guesses,  especially  about  times  of  day.  It 
might  help.  Which  brings  us  to    .    .    .

Everybody  on  the  staff  was  asked  to  suggest  the  best  programs  originat- 
ing from  the  old  studios  over  the  drugstore  on  the  corner  of  Melrose  and 
Larchmont.  We're  giving  over  the  whole  weekend  of  April  8  and  9  to 
those   selections  as   retrospective  and   representative   of  the   past   months. 

Without  much  fanfare  you  will  hear  the  best  KPFK  has  offered — three 
programs  from  our  first  Folio,  July  26  to  August  8,  1959;  some  of  our  most 
intensified  documentaries,  a  lot  of  laughter  and  music,  poetry  and  drama. 
Our  regular  contributors  have  been  asked  to  choose  their  best — Peter 
Yates,  Martin  Williams  and  Alan  Watts  among  them.  Children,  too.  Break 
all  engagements — Saturday  and  Sunday,  April  8  and  9,  are  days  to  stay 
home. 

If  you  haven't  noticed  already,  we  have  changed  our  time.  Beginning 
this  week,  we  are  moving  our  hour  up  to  5:00  P.M.  We  ore  told  by  our 
parent-listeners  that  this  is  a  more  convenient  time  for  them  and  their 
offspring.
